SEVERAL SPONTANEOUS STOPS WHERE THE PRESIDENT WILL BE AFFORDED 
THE OPPORTUNITY TO GET OUT AMONGST THE PEOPLE. IT IS MY FEELING 
THAT THIS TOUR WILL PROVIDE AN EXCELLENT COLOR EVENT FOR THE WARSAW 
PORTION OF THE TRIP. 

HEAD-TO-HEAD MEETING 

THE POLES WERE HOPEFUL THAT THE HEAD-TO-HEAD BETWEEN THE PRESIDENT 
AND FIRST SECRETARY COULD BE LONGER IN DURATION, HOWEVER 
THEY RESPECT THAT IT BE KEPT TO 90 MINUTES, WITH THE PRESIDENT AND 
FOREIGN SECRETARY MAINTAINING THE OPTION TO CONTINUE LONGER IF 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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DESIRED. THE SECRETARY WILL BE INCLUDED IN THE MEETING. 

ACCOMMODATIONS 

THE PRESIDENT AND MRS. FORD WILL BE HOUSED IN THE WILANOW 
PALACE, THE OFFICIAL GUEST RESIDENCE. DUE TO THE SCARCITY OF 
ROOMS AT WILANOW THE SECRETARY WILL BE HOUSED AT A VILLA 
ADJACENT TO OUR GUEST HOTEL, WITHIN AN APPROXIMATE FOUR MINUTE

THE POLES ARE VERY DESIROUS OF HAVING THE PRESIDENT AND 
SECRETARY PUBLICLY SIGN A COMMUNIQUE OR DOCUMENT. IT IS MY 
UNDERSTANDING THAT WE ARE WORKING ON THIS MATTER. 

PROBLEM AREAS 

I AM OBVIOUSLY CONCERNED THAT THE PRE- ADVANCE HAD TO DEPART WITHOUT 
HAVING HAD THE OPPORTUNITY TO REVIEW AND CONDUCT ON SITE SURVEYS 
OF THE SECOND DAY'S ACTIVITIES. HOWEVER, I FEEL THAT AN EARLY 
RESOLUTION OF THIS SCHEDULE ITEM WILL AFFORD THE ADVANCE TEAM THE 
OPPORTUNITY TO DEVELOP A GOOD VISIT. CONTINUED DELAYS WILL PROVE 
EXTREMELY HARMFUL TO A SMOOTH VISIT ON THE SECOND DAY. 

WE ARE FACED WITH THE PROBLEM OF MY CAR- YOUR CAR DURING JOINT 
RIDES OF THE PRESIDENT AND FIRST SECRETARY, ALTHOUGH WE ARE 
HOPEFUL THIS MATTER CAN BE RESOLVED AMICABLY. OUR INSISTENCE THAT 
THE PRESIDENT TRAVEL ON AIR FORCE ONE TO KRAKOW WILL 
MEAN THAT THE FIRST SECRETARY WILL TRAVEL THERE BY OTHER MEANS 
AND GREET THE PRESIDENT ON HIS ARRIVAL. THIS ARRANGEMENT IS 
ACCEPTABLE TO THE POLES, HOWEVER, THEY HAVE NOT FOCUSED ON THE 
PROBLEM OF HOW THEY WILL GET THE FIRST SECRETRY TO KRAKOW BEFORE 
THE PRESIDENT SINCE BOTH OF THEM WILL BE PARTICIPATING IN THE 
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DOCUMENT SIGNING CEREMONY. I HAVE INSTRUCTED GOODWIN TO FOLLOW 
THIS MATTER WITH THEM AND SUGGESTED THAT WE MAY SAVE ONE OE THE 
WREATH LAYING CEREMONIES UNTIL THE MORNING OE THE SECOND DAY 
AETER THE SIGNING, THUS PROVIDING THE EIRST SECRETARY WITH ADDITIONAL 
TIME. 

CONCLUSION 

OTHER THAN THE QUESTION REMAINING ON THE SECOND DAY, I EEEL 
THE POLES ARE EXTREMELY COOPERATIVE AND NEEDLESS TO SAY, PROUD 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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BEYOND BELIEF THAT THE PRESIDENT WILL BE UNDERTAKING SUCH EXTENSIVE 
EXPOSURE IN THEIR COUNTRY. RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO WORKING GROUPS 
CAN BE TERMED OUTSTANDING.
